holding presented today pro­ 
duced a variety of interesting 
results when it came up at the 
recent fall Nationals held in 
Phoenix. The optimum East- 
West contract was five clubs; 
however, most North s o u t h 
pairs were permitted to play 
four spades and made either 
four or five depending on the 
defense. One East-West part­ 
nership achieved a top score on 
the deal by doubling their op­ 
ponents in five spades and re­ 
cording a two trick set. 
West passed as the dealer 
and. when the auction reverted 
to him, his opponents had opened 
the bidding and responded in 
his two shortest suits. It was 
his desire to compete in one 
of the remaining suits, but 
which one? If East had good 
h e a r t s and only indifferent 
clubs, then hearts would pro­ 
vide the best vehicle. In order 


to avoid guesswork, West made 
an unusual no trump overcall 
by jumping to two no trump. 
Since he has already passed, it 
must be obvious that he is not 
making a natural bid, and the 
common sense of the situation 
is that he wishes his partner 
to take a choice between, the 
unbid suits. 
North showed his support for 
South’s response by raising to 
three spades. Eiast’s jump to 
five clubs is worthy of note. 
This bid is not nearly as dras­ 
tic as it may seem, for he has 
an excellent fit for both suits 
that West is known to have. If 
it proves that five clubs can­ 
not be made, then surely the 
opposition can score substanti­ 
ally their way, and the sac­ 
rifice should be relatively inex­ 
pensive. 
South p r o c e e d e d to five 
spades and, after the next two 
hands passed, East doubled. 
West was on lead with a void 
in diamonds, and, realizing that 
he could obtain two ruffs in 
that suit provided he could put 
his partner in twice, he opened 
the deuce of clubs. The under­ 
lead of the top two honors is, 
cf course, a risky measure, but 
West felt that the situation 
might be desperate. 
East was a bit surprised 
when his queen of clubs held 
the first trick, but he had little 
trouble in reaching the con­ 
clusion that his partner had no 
diamonds. A diamond return 
netted one ruff and when East 
got in again with the ace of 
hearts, another diamond lead 
completed the damages. The 
500 point set which was re­ 
corded exceeded the value of 
th e defender’s nonvulnerable 
game in clubs.

Tag On Autos

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Any­ 
where in the world you drive you 
must have a license plate on your 
car. 
In Italy they cost about $60 
i each. 
In Egypt they're only about1 
$1.50. 
In the United States you pay 
anywhere from $10 to $25 to regis-j 
ter the family car. and sometimes 
more than $200 for a big tractor- 
trailer truck. 
A survey published in the "Ford 
Times" showed the profit margin! 
on making the plates is terrific.! 
Most states make their tags in 
state prisons for about 25 cents a 
plate. 
Some years ago a few states 
put out license plates the shape 
of the state—Tennessee and Penn- 
•ylvania, to name two. 
And until recent years West 
Virginia, A r i z o n a , California. 
Maine and Vermont sold off-size 
tags, the survey said. 
In 1956, at the request of the 
auto makers, the states adopted a 
standard size—six by 12 inches. 
Though the states gave up the 
right to distinctive sizes, they 
still hold on to the slogans and 
•mblem s which adorn the tags. 
For example, Wisconsin, as any 
of its license plates will tell you, 
is America's Dairyland; Michigan 
is the Water Wonderland; Kansas 
the Wheat State; 
Georgia, the 
Peach State; Nebraska, the Beef 
State, and Illinois, the Land of 
Lincoln, etc. 
Low license numbers usually 
mean political prestige. Or maybe 
Just political pull. 
The governor of a state almost 
invariably gets number one, the 
lieutenant governor, two, and so 
on down the line through the m a­ 
jor state offices. 
Once past the governor’s man­ 
sion and the state legislature, 
scrapping really begins. Some peo­ 
ple pull hard on all the strings 
to get that distinctive number. In 
one instance a car owner was 
said to have sold his rights to a 
low number plate for $500. 
But if you lose out in this num­ 
ber’s game, there is always the 
chance of getting distinctive let­ 
tering.

The others express a friendly 
"from your valentine” message 
for children, neighbors and rela 
fives, similar to the one penned 
by St. Valentine that night, al­ 
most 1,700 years ago, before he 
was beheaded for not renouncing 
Christianity. 
Among the many new designs is 
one <by Hallmark) which repro­ 
duces Elizabeth Barrett Brown­ 
ing’s famous poem, "How Do I 
Love Thee?” —printed in hand 
written script on pink parchment 
paper. 
The elegance of the Victorian 
era is recaptured in a series of 
heirloom cards which open 
to 
reveal

cupids, 
hearts, rosebuds and castles. The 
old-world charm of these designs 
was inspired by the early Ger­ 
man mechanicals or "pull-downs” 
as they were called.

AMMAN, Jordan <UPI)-When 
in Jordan you do as the Romans 
did—at least if you want water. 
In 
a modern 
tribute to the 
skill of Roman engineering, 
a 
California-born construction engi­ 
neer, Oliver H. Folsom, 53, is 
; rehabilitating Roman wells, cis­ 
terns and canals in a U.S.-backed 
program to bring water to this 
barren land. 


“ There is virtually nothing that 
we could have taught the Romans 
about the utilization of water sup­ 
plies,” Folsom said. "The policy 
that we are following is a defi­ 
nite one of seeking out and using 
the old Roman waterworks be­ 
cause almost invariably their sys­ 
tem was the best way to develop 
the water and their basic engi­ 
neering concepts are the equal of 
anything we have to offer today.” 


The "we” referred to is the 
Jordan Central Water authority, 
a 
government 
department 
de­ 
signed to find and exploit Jor­ 
dan's scanty water resources. 
Although technically a member 
of the U.S. foreign aid service, 
Folsom has been assigned to the 
Jordanian 
government 
to 
head 
the department and is, in effect. 
one of the most important min- 


isters in the Jordanian govern­ 
ment. 
Folsom arrived in Jordan in 
September, 1960, for a two-year 
period. In a tribute to his work. 
Jordanian premier Wasfi Tel ap­ 
pealed 
to him to remain 
"in 
office" for another two years. 
Folsom agreed. 
Beginning his hunt for water in 
late 1960, and using some $350.u00 
of funds earned through sale of 


U.S. weaht to Jordan, Folsom has 
uncovered and restored 50 ancient 
Roman water systems, mostly in 
the barren southern sectors of 
Jordan. 
"In our hunt,” said Folsom. 
"we seek the smallest sign of 
grass or anything green in the 
desert. Even a single tuft of bush 
means 
that, 
somewhere 
near, 
there is water. 
"Almost 
invariably 
when 
we 


dig down—sometimes several feet 
—we find Roman remains. Some 
times they have been so wrecked 
by the passage of years that we 
cannot use them and we have to 
build all over again. But, wher­ 
ever possible, we merely repair 
and strengthen, and then move on 
to seek other supplies.” 
Folsom insisted that those who 


ignored the Roman methods of 
trapping and storing water did so 
at their peril. 
The Romans, apparently, had 
an organized system to maintaii 
their wells and cisterns and It 
was only after their departure 
that sand and rubble began to 
drift in and block up the water 
outlets.

After six weeks of 
proceedings, he was stripped of hie rank and 
discharged from the Army. 
That was far from the end of the affair. 
After the war was over. Porter pressed for 
a review*, and aided by his old friend, U. S. 
Grant, succeeded in obtaining a reversal of 
the verdict. Porter turned down a commis* 
aion as general in the Egyptian army to con* 
tinue his struggle for vindication. 
In 1886 he was reappointed colonel of infantry, but 
without retroactive pay, and placed on the 
retired list.

act of Congress providing compensation was vetoed 
by President Arthur. Meanwhile Porter had worked as 
a mine superintendent in Colorado and served as a police 
and fire com mission sr In New York City.

For New Tapes 


CHICAGO 
(UPI)—Poets 
say 
love makes the world go ’round. 
But an industrialist says sticky 
tape holds the world together. 
Robert J. Leander, a man who 
makes his living in adhesives, 
says the burgeoning tape business 
has long since grown out of the 
confines of the home. 
“A large part of the tape busi­ 
ness today really is out of this 
world.” he said in an interview. 
He cited use of exotic tapes on 
the satellite launching pads at 
Cape Canaveral as one example. 
Withstanding short-term heat of 
up to five-thousand degrees, the 
tape rides along with missiles and 
jet aircraft. 
Down to earth, the sticky tapes 
have found a myriad of applica­ 
tions up to and including patching 
and holding together a cracked 
auto windshield. 
Leander, president of Mystik 
Adhesive Products Inc., described 
how development of tapes for the 
military leads to better tapes for 
use on the homefront.

Reports of poor 1962 earnings by the three 
top steel producers—a 15-year low for the Beth­ 
lehem Steel Corp.—reflect the intense cost-price 
squeeze 
to 
which 
the 
industry 
has 
been 
subjected. 


Profits have a bearing on prices and wages. 
It is doubtful if a price increase at this time 
would be of immediate help. Current demand 
isn’t strong enough to sustain higher prices. 


Neither is this the time, according to Beth­ 
lehem's chairman, Arthur B. Homer, for any 
increase in employment costs. To make this 
view stick, however, would require the agree­ 
ment of the United Steelworkers of America, 
which has the option of reopening its contract 
with the industry this spring. 


Thus far the union hasn’t made known its 
plans. 
U. S. Steel’s Roger Blough, however, 
thinks the union’s leadership “understands” the 
industry’s problems. 


Mr. Blough’s impression is the result of 
discussions that have been going on between 
the union and industry in the Human Relations 
Committee. If Mr. Blough is correct, the steel­ 
workers’ leaders are showing the type of states­ 
manship that has been sadly lacking in strike- 
ridden industries in recent months. 


These Days

Hemingway And Fidel Castro 


The picture w as suggestive of better days. There 
it was, staring from the back pages of a new spaper, 
a photograph of a whiskered E rn est Hemingway chat­ 
ting am iably in Havana w ith a full-bearded Fidel 
Castro. The date for the photograph was May 15. 1960, 
which would m ake it some fourteen m onths before 
Hemingway’s tragic death, 
presum ably by suicide, 
from a shotgun wound in Idaho in the sum m er of 1961. 


The picture started one thinking about Heming- 
' way’s rom antic life of danger, a life which fed his 
rem arkable w riting. 
He had been a connoisseur of 
w ars and revolutions. 
In 1944 he m arched into P aris 
with a group of the Free F rench; before that, in Spain, 
he had been a reporter of the ebb-and-flow of the civil 
w ar which w as eventually won by Franco. 


Though he liked to be thought of as a realist, 
one who could always be relied upon to make an 
accurate record of the “way it was,” Hemingway 
was always hopeful that the cause of humanity 
would triumph in the w a n and revolutions he 
reported. 
When the Stalinists moved in on the 
republicans during tile Spanish fracas, bringing 
with them their techniques of slander and their 
execute-them-first- and - t ar - them -later methods of 
justice, Hemingway kept quiet about it. To him, 
Franco’s Fascists were the greater evil—and if the 
republicans needed the support of the Stalinists to 
win, the forces of freedom would have to march 
a short distance with the devil for the sake of the 
long-term good. 


When the “ United Front” in Spain did not suffice 
to beat the Fascists, Hemingway was a disillusioned 
m an. 
As a lover, an aficionado, of Latin culture, he 
transferred m any of the affections he had lavished on 
Spain to the island of Cuba. 
He bought a place, the 
W atchtower F arm , outside H avana, where he lived an 
outdoor life in between his long disciplinary bouts with 
words in his study. 
Cuba becam e his hom e; he re­ 
turned to the United States for hunting trips 
in 
Idaho, or for visits to the M ayo Clinic in M innesota, 
but his property interests w ere centered in his C arib­ 
bean island farm . He shunned New York, whose liter­ 
ary critics he disliked; for reading, he preferred the 
5,000 volumes in his own personal library to anything 
in the m etropolitan press. 


During happy times in Cuba Hemingw ay num bered 
Fidel Castro am ong his friends. The two shared a pas­ 
sion for fishing—and, indeed. C astro once carried off 
the first prize in the Hemingway Annual Fishing 
Tournam ent, 


It is not known to me, or to anyone else so far 
as I am aware, that Hemingway ever had anything 
to say about the course of the Cuban Revolution 
as his old fishing companion, Fidel Castro, turned 
more and more to Yankee-baiting and to seeking 
the active support of the Russian Communists whose 
behavior had been so fatal to the cause of democ­ 
racy in Spain. Other “Vanqui” writers—the recent­ 
ly deceased sociologist C. Wright Mills was o n e - 
have tried to apologize for Castro, but Hemingway 
remained officially mum. 


After 1960 Hemingway w as a sick man, and m ore 
and more he sought the help of doctors in the United 
States. 
He m ay not have had either the tim e or the 
opportunity to look into the subject of Fidel’s perse­ 
cution of m any of the original anti-Batista comrades-in- 
arm s. his liquidation of even the pro-revolutionary ele­ 
m ents of the Cuban middle class 
The sound of Cas­ 
tro’s firing squads, busy with their grim work, m ay 
not have penetrated to H em ingw ay’s room at the Mayo 
Clinic or to his hunting headquarters in Idaho. 


Since nobody actually witnessed the infliction of 
the gunshot wound that caused Hemingway’s death, it 
is not possible to say for certain that he killed himself. 
Even so. it is known that Hemingway was not in a 
hopeful mood before he died. 
The 1960 photograph of 
“ P apa” Hemingway talking so anim atedly with a 
smiling Fidel C astro made m e wonder—and I would like 
to offer m y speculation here for what it m ay be worth. 
Could it be that Hemingway, disillusioned with Fidel, 
had abandoned m ore than his property in Cuba? Could 
he also have left behind him his hopes that any revolu­ 
tion might turn out well? 


When Hemingway died, the failure of “ Fidelism o” 
to liberate the common m an in Cuba had already be­ 
come plain. 
Could Fidel’s failure have been the last 
betrayal to “ P ap a” Hemingway, a black work of 
treachery to hum anity which no sensitive m an could 
accept?

Pearl Harbor Error' And De Gaulle's Design 


WASHINGTON 


A high proportion of the worst 


m istakes 
of 
American 
policy­ 
m akers arise from what m ay be 
called the P earl Harbor error. 
The P earl Harbor error consists 
of disregarding or downgrading 
the hard evidence of a foreign 
governm ent’s in ten tio n s — in the 
Pearl H arbor case, the broken 
Japanese naval codes — because 
those 
intentions look altogether 
too irrational from the special 
angle of vision of Washington. 
The returns are not yet in from 
the reappraisal on the highest 
level which the President ordered 
after the whole situation of the 
W estern 
alliance 
was 
abruptly 
transform ed by Gen. de G aulle's 
brutal, solitary act. Yet it is not 
too soon to ask whether the P earl 
H arbor error is not about to be 
com m itted once again, and on a 
truly grandiose scale. 
It is clear, at any rate, that 
the hard evidence concerning the 
real nature of Gen. de G aulle's 
design for Europe is currently 
being downgraded, if not abso­ 
lutely disregarded. 
This is the 
case although the broad outlines 
of the de Gaulle design are clear 
enough. 
An exclusive Europe, dom inat­ 
ed by the Franco-G erm an p art­ 
nership, and le d by de Gaulle 
him self as the awe-inspiring sen­ 
ior partner — these are the m ain 
elem ents. 
The chief, indeed the 
only real obstacle to full realiza­ 
tion of this design is the G erman- 
Am erican relationship. 
Gen. de Gaulle could not have 
scored such a shattering initial 
success with his design if the 
Kennedy adm inistration had dealt 
m ore wisely with the German- 
A m erican relationship. 
The pros 
and cons of the President’s deal­ 
ings with de Gaulle are eminently 
arguable. 
But if de Gaulle was 
to be crossed, opposed, and en­ 
raged. it was sheer folly not to do 
everything possible to m aintain 
Dulles-like ties with Chancellor

Adenauer. There can be no argu­ 
m ent about that. 
But although the German-Amer- 
ican relationship has been im pair­ 
ed, and although this im pairm ent 
gave de Gaulle the needed open­ 
ing for his Franco-Germ an pact, 
the old relationship’s solid base 
is still very much there. 
The 
Am erican m ilitary presence is the 
chief defense of W estern G er­ 
many. 
Yet, some tim e in the future,

The hard evidence that 
this is his real intention is being 
ignored in Bonn, as well as down­ 
graded in Washington; but it is 
there nonetheless.

G aulle’s purpose. 
The device by 
which he hopes to achieve his 
purpose — apparently before the 
defense-sensitive G erm ans really 
grasp what is happening — is an 
attack wi the highly vulnerable 
U. S. balance of payments. 
The attack has already begun, 
though without success thus far.

TAX CUT TALK—Tax cut talk 
is far and away the No. I topic 
of 
conversation 
in 
Washington 
with most speculation centering 
around

ing the subject to be exam ined

First, there’s little doubt th at

eventually—and this is their in­ 
clination. 
However, it is just as 
clear that some of the revenue 
raising reform s asked by Ken­ 
nedy do not suit many of these 
sam e Democrats. 
They’d rather 


see 
tax 
reduction 
without 
the 
political liability entailed in some 
of the recapture provisions. 
Second, the Republican minori­ 
ty 
is 
planning 
its 
opposition 
strategy 
around 
two 
principal 
points—that there should be no 
tax cut without an equal cut in 
governm ent spending, and that 
any tax cut should be distributed 
evenly 
among 
various 
income 
groups instead of being heavily 
weighted in favor of the lower 
brackets. 
Hight now. the form of the GOP 
opposition doesn’t appear to be 
very potent, but the Republicans 
hope to pick up supporters from 
among the num erous special in­ 
terest groups as their pet tax 
loopholes come under attack by 
the D em ocratic m ajority. 
There 
is a distinct possibility that the 
GOP hard core opposition can 
pick up enough 
strength from 
disillusioned Dem ocrats to force 
m ajor revisions in Kennedy's pro­ 
gram . 


As previously reported 
in this 
space, de Gaulle tried and failed 
in P aris to secure a flat German 
com m itm ent to give French sour­ 
ces absolute 
priority 
whenever 
buying arm s abroad. The French 
E m bassy in Bonn is keeping up 
the pressure for G erm an arms- 
buying in France rather than the 
United States, “ in the spirit of the 
P aris p act.” 
As already explained here, this 
is a direct French assault on the 
G erm an-Am erican “ offset agree­ 
m ent,” which is such an impor­ 
tant factor in the recent improve­ 
ment. insufficient yet significant, 
of the U. S. balance of payments. 
But 
the 
assault 
on 
the offset 
agreem ent is not the end of the 
story, by any means. 
The U. S. trade negotiator, Gov. 
Christian A. H erter. has now re­ 
turned from Europe with grim 
forecasts of a sharply exclusive 
European policy tow ards U. S. 
farm product exports. These now 
amount to over l l billion a year. 
Hence a drastic reduction of 
our farm exports to Europe might 
be enough, in itself, to provoke 
the gravest kind of balance of 
paym ents crisis. 
Once again, the French are in 
the lead in the assault on the 
farm export flank of our pay­ 
ment s-balance. 
Yet the French 
are well aw are that the m ainten­ 
ance of the U. S. forces in Europe 
will become desperately difficult. 
if not absolutely impossible, if we 
run into a really bad balance of 
paym ents crisis. 
Such 
is the evidence. 
Most 
American 
policymakers 
cannot 
believe the evidence m eans what 
it seem s to mean, because they 
say Gen. de Gaulle “cannot be 
m ad enough to wish to deprive 
G erm any 
and 
France, 
too, 
of 
their only serious defense.” 
But 
those who say this leave out of 
account Gen. de Gaurie’s appar­ 
ent estim ate of the value of his 
home-made

Jour. Le Figaro and Le Monde 
are still haughtily above all that 
nonsense. 
The comic strip 
is 
a 
great 
weapon for the Coca-Colonization 
of France because not only is it 
an American bad habit in itself, 
but w'hat goes on in it is deplor­ 
ably Anglo-Saxon. There’s Dag- 
wood in the m eat m arket, forget­ 
ting what his wife sent him for. 
No Frenchm an would go buy the 
m eat! Well, he 
wouldn’t 
once. 
These days you see a few French­ 
men in the superm arkets (another 
deplorable American institution) 
and his way there is paved by 
Dagwood. He’s been conditioned 
by Dagwood into thinking that 
doing his wife’s shopping is not 
as shocking bad form as he was 
thinking. 
Or take Jiggs. Well, the last 
strip I saw. Jiggs was outside a 
hat shop into which Maggie was 
disappearing, saying: “Je ne res- 
terai pas longtemps.

Of if he did, he’d go in and help 
her pick out the hat, and she 
wouldn't dream of going against 
his advice. He wouldn’t tiptoe off; 
he'd stride off. And above all, 
surtout, he wouldn’t go sneaking 
off to a poker game. He’d sneak 


off to a girl. W hat a deplorable 
idea to plant into a Frenchm an’* 
head, that one should steal away 
from one’s wife to get into a 
poker gam e! 
Maybe de Gaulle’s right. The 
Anglo-Saxons are devilishly insu­ 
lar, shot through with incorrigibly 
uncontinental 
ways, 
and 
they 
don't belong in the Common M a r­ 
ket until they mend them . Still, 
if he's going to stop this creeping 
Anglo-Saxonism, he'd 
better 
do 
something about the comics. 
I just took a sweeping survey 
of the French working classes

(Buying the m eat, for heaven** 
sake! Stealing away from your 
wife to play po k er!) 
Just the other day in this par­ 
ticular comic, Louis XV (none of 
your sm all fry Dagwood, you no­ 
tice) was saying to Richelieu, just 
after 
his 
lovely 
m istress, the 
Duchess of Chateauroux, had been 
poisoned, “ I would never have 
found out I loved M arie Anne so 
profoundly. Her death alone woke 
me to the violence of my love.” 
If I w ere de Gaulle, I’d counter­ 
attack by planting a couple (rf 
French comics in the New York 
Daily News (if they ever get the 
darn thing running again) as re­ 
taliation for running “ Blondie” in 
L ’Aurore.

The U. S. Navy's first arm ­ 
ored capital ship went into 
action a century ago, aa noon after its 
launching and fitting at the M errick A Sons 
yard a t Philadelphia in 1862 aa ita crew 
could be trained at the engines and guns. 
The craft was the 3 500-ton New- Ironsides, 
described by a British w ar correspondent ss 
•‘a screw sloop of the British warship W ar­ 
rior type." 
Her 232-foot length was pro­ 
tected by 4 1* inches of rolled iron armor. 
This protection of the wooden hull sloped 
at 17 degrees and extended three feet below 
the waterline.

was a formidable w rought iron ram. 


The w arships screw, which drove her at 
six knots, was turned by a pair of horizontal 
steam engines, an I she had m asts for sails 
to be used when not in action. She unques­ 
tionably was the most powerful ship afloat 
the autumn of 1^62. 
The New Ironside s arm or was to ha\ e its 
decisive test while Commodore Dupont'! flag­ 
ship in the repeated attem pt! to break into 
Cr.arleston in 1863. The Union goliath was 
attacked by one of the Confederate "Davids ‘ 
or submersibles, and escaped disaster. 
(A 
less well protected I*. S. warship w as sunk 
a t Charleston by a Confederate ancestor of 
today's submarines.) 
Meanwhile, the Navy had contracted for a 
much bigger ironclad. Construction on it, the 
373-foot Dunder- 
b e r g. began at 
N aw Y o r k in 
1882. She was de­ 
signed to carry’ 
21 big guns and 
move at 15 knots. 
The 
Dunderberg 
w as not com plet­ 
ed u n t i l 1865, 
when 
she 
w a s 
sold to the French 
navy, 
in 
which 
she serv ed aa the 
Rochambeau.

Slanderous rum ors circulated th a t she 
was in seditious communication w ith her 
Confederate kinfolk. Four of her Kentucky 


brothers were in the Confederate force# One 
brother, Dr. George Todd, declared openly 
in Richmond that Lincoln was "one of the 
greatest scoundrels unhung” 
Members of 
the Senate Committee on the W ar eventually 
m et to consider charges of treason against 
Mrs. Lincoln. Though uninvited. Mr. Lincoln 
made an unparalleled appearance by’ a presi­ 
dent before a congressional committee, to 
deny th at any member of his family had 
treated w ith the enemy. 
"Willies'* death at the W hite House fol­ 
lowed Mrs. Lincoln's loss of her second son. 
Edward Baker, who passed away’ in Spring­ 
field when four. 
The two other Lincoln sons survived their 
father.
